Obama at head of Democrats’ push for Sunday vote on health-care bill 


House Democrats are pushing to the brink of passage a landmark, 
$940 billion health care overhaul bill that would simultaneously 
deliver on President Obama’s promise to expand coverage while 
slashing the deficit, a strategy aimed at winning over the party’s fis- 
cal conservatives. 

Leaving nothing to chance, the White House announced that 
Obama has put off his planned trip to Asia for a second time, delay- 
ing it until June. Obama was to have left Sunday— when the House 
is planning to vote. 

Said House Speaker Nancy Pelosi: “He wants to be here for the 
history” 

The 10 -year plan would provide coverage to 32 million people 
now uninsured through a combination of tax credits for middle 
class households and an expansion of the Medicaid program for 
low-income people. Release of the legislation later Thursday sets the 
stage for a House vote Sunday, and Democrats already have signaled 


they plan to go it alone, without Republican support. The GOP has 
steadfastly opposed Obama’s plan from the outset. 

It would restructure one-sixth of the economy covering 95 percent 
of eligible Americans, in the biggest expansion of the social safety net 
since Medicare was created in 1965. It also would impose new obliga- 
tions on individuals and businesses, requiring for the first time that 
most Americans carry health insurance and penalizing medium-size 
and large companies that don’t provide coverage for their workers. 

Hospitals and doctors, drug companies and insurers would gain 
millions of new paying customers, but they also would have to adjust 
to major changes. Medicare cuts would force hospitals to operate 
more efficiently or risk going out of business, but seniors would see 
the coverage gap in their prescription benefits gradually eliminated. 
Insurance companies would face unprecendented federal regulation. 
Health care industries would be hit with new federal taxes. Upper- 
income households would face a new tax on investment earnings. 


An attempt to impose what is believed to be the 
nation’s most far-reaching smoking ban in state 
parks has stalled in the California Legislature. 

On Thursday, lawmakers supporting the bill in 
the 80 -member Assembly fell five votes short of 
the simple majority needed to approve the ban. 

Supporters expect to have enough votes when 
the bill comes up for another vote, as early as 
Monday 

Democratic Assemblywoman Julia Brownley of 
Santa Monica, who handled the bill on the floor, 
says she feels confident it eventually will pass. 

The legislation would ban smoking at state 
beaches and all other state parks. It’s meant to 
decrease litter from cigarette butts, eliminate 
second-hand smoke and reduce the threat of wild- 
fires. 

Campsites and parking areas would be exempt- 
ed from the ban.

SoyouVe decided to run the Chicago Marathon— or you're strongly 
considering it. Or you just want to know more about what it takes 
from the people who are motivated enough to do it, ^uVe got only 
about six months and 26 miles, 385 yards to go. 

Last year, about 33,700 runners completed the course, which 
traveled through 29 Chicago neighborhoods. About 40 percent of 
Chicago Marathon runners are first-time marathoners, according to 
Bank of America, which sponsors the Oct, 10 race. 

Some first-time marathoners will make their running debut 
Sunday at the Shamrock Shuffle, a nearly 5-mile race through down- 
town that marks the official start to spring running season. To get 
you from the Shamrock Shuffle to the Chicago Marathon, RedEye 
has consulted with running experts to devise mile markers that nov- 
ice marathoners should hit before the big race. 

These markers are based on training guidelines from Hal Higdon, 
a former Chicagoan and longtime marathoner who created an 
1 8 -week training program (Plan A below), and from Jeff Galloway, 
a former Olympian who recommends a mix of running and walking 
to get to the finish line (Plan B below), 

“{The marathon] is a big commitment. It will consume your entire 
summer,” Fleet Feet Sports owner Dave Zimmer said, “But the pay- 
off— once you cross that finish line, you are a marathoner. It's a term 
no one can ever take away from you,” tswartz@tribune,com 


March 21: The Bank of America Shamrock 
Shuffle is the official start to spring running 
season. Thirty-six-thousand runners signed up 
to participate in the 8K (4.97 miles), which starts 
and finishes in Grant Park. Registration for the event is closed, 
though Higdon suggests novice marathon trainers watch the 
race if they cant participate so they can get a feel for a large- 
scale running event. 

March 22: Time to ditch the running tights and the hydration 
belts. Weather-permitting, the Chicago Park District is turning 
on the water fountains along the lakef ront path, spokeswoman 
Marta Juaniza said. The water is turned off in the winter amid 
freezing temperatures. 

Late March: Plan A: Higdon recommends new runners start 
his 12-week spring training program, which bridges the gap 
between the Shamrock Shuffle and the 18-week marathon 
training schedule that begins in June. In the first week of novice 
training, runners will run a total of 9 miles, including a 3-mile 
long run. There are similar training programs for intermediate 
and advanced runners to get in shape. The programs, which are 
available at halhlgdon.com, offer a mix of running and cross- 
training. 

Late March: Plan B: Galloway’s run-walk 30-week training 
schedule begins. Galloway recommends runners should have 
completed a long run/walk within the past two weeks of at least 
3 miles, according to his Web site, Jeffgalloway.com. 


Early April: Before signing up for 
the marathon, experts suggest getting 
a physical to make sure the body can 
handle 26.2 miles. 

Early April: Runners should have signed up for the Chicago 
Marathon by now. The event reached its capacity of 45,000 
runners on April 23 last year. Runners can register at 
chlcagomarathon.com. The registration fee is $135 for U.S. 
participants. 

Early April: Experts recommend getting professionally fit 
for shoes at a store such as Running Away Multisport in 
Bucktown, Fieet Feet Sports in Old Town and Lincoln Square 
and Universal Sole in Lakeview. 

Four tips for footwear 

1. Go to a running specialty store. 

2. Don’t buy running shoes by color. (“It’s all based on fit and 
function, not fashion.”) 

3. Don’t buy shoes by number. (Runners should buy their 
athietic shoes about a size bigger than their reguiar shoes.) 

4. Avoid cotton products because “cotton absorbs seven 
to 10 times its own weight in water. It’s the No. 2 cause of 
blistering.” The No. 1 cause? Wrong shoes, Zimmer said.

May 22: The Chicago Area Runners 
Association hosts a ciinic with workshops on 
stretching, nutrition, shoes and charity running. The ciinic will 
be at the University of Iliinois-Chicago Coiiege of Medicine, 
1853 W. Poik St. 

May 29: Some experienced runners wiii compiete the Soidier 
Fieid 10-miie race. Higdon estimates that ha if of the runners 
who participate in the race wili run the Chicago marathon. 
Registration costs $60 before May 24, $65 during race week. 


n Early June: Most training programs start. 

Runners shouid beabieto run 3-6 miles before 
starting Higdon’s 18-week training program. 

June 12: CARA’S 18-week training program, designed by Higdon, 
begins. CARA recommends participants have been running 
consistency for one year or more, have been reguiariy running 
at ieast 18 miies per week and have completed a run of 6 miles 
or more within the previous month. CARA’s program, which 
provides weekend group training runs, costs $120 for previous 
participants in CARA’s summer marathon training program; $165 
for CARA members and $195 for nonmembers. 

Mid-June: Plan B: 10 V 2 -miie run/waik in Week 11.

Early July: 

The weather 
is starting 
to warm 
up, so Higdon recommends 
learning how to handle 
nutrition and fluids to avoid 
becoming dehydrated. The 
amount of fluid intake varies 
between runners-and heat 
plays a factor-but medical 
directors for the Association of 
International Marathons and 
Distance Races recommends 
runners who plan to finish 
a marathon in four to five 
hours (9-10 minutes per mile) 
consume 8 ounces of fluid 
every 20 minutes. A slower 
race pace translates into a 
slower drinking rate. 



Mid-July: There are several 10K (6.2-mile) races where Chicago 
runners can test their strength. Fleet Feet will hold a women- 
only 5K (3.1 miles) and 10K on July 18 in Montrose Harbor. The 
Champions Run 10K will be Aug. 21 in Lincoln Park. 


Mid-July: Plan A; 10-mile run in Week 5. 



Aug. 1: The second annual Rock n’ Roll 
half marathon starts and finishes in Grant 
Park. Registration costs $85 until March 
31 and $110 from April 1 until the race sells 
out. Running experts recommend running at least one half- 
marathon before running a marathon because this will help 
runners gauge how they will do in the marathon. Runners 
typically will multiply their half-marathon finish time by two 
and add 10 minutes to get their projected marathon time. 


Mid-August: Hidgon calls this month “the month of 
injuries” because runners are regularly completing double- 
digit runs. He said he regularly hears from runners this 
month about foot and tendon problems, especially if the 
runners don’t have a strong base from spring training. 
Sports injury facilities such as AthletiCo, which has various 
Chicago locations, will screen runner injuries for free. 

Late August: Plan B: 20-mile run/walk in Week 20. 



Sept. 12: The Chicago Half Marathon starts 
and finishes in Jackson Park near the Museum 
of Science and Industry. It’s billed as the fifth- 
largest U.S. half-marathon. Registration is $60. 

Mid-September: Plan B: 26-mile run/walk in Week 26. 
Mid-September: Plan A: 20-mile run in Week 15. 

Sept. 19: CARA hosts its “Ready to Run” 20-mile race on the 
lakefront path. Registration costs $60. Members get a discount. 

Late September: Plan A: Runners start to slow their training, 
called “tapering.” There is a 12-mile run In Week 16 and an 8-mile 
run in Week 17. Plan B: Runners also taper. There is a 6-mile run/ 
walk in Week 28 and a 7-mlle run/walk in Week 29. 




Oct. 3: The Bucktown 5K calls itself “Chicago’s 
marathon warm-up race.” Registration is limited 
to 5,000. The race costs $40 when runners sign 
up by Sept. 19 and $45 from Sept. 20-0ct. 2. 


Early October: Tapering continues. The week of the race. Plan A: 
runners complete a 3-mile run, a 4-mile run and a 2-mile run. 

Plan B: Runners also take it easy. There are two 30-minute run/ 
walks scheduled that week. 


Oct. 10: Marathon day! Runners should not change their routines 
on marathon day. Go with what you know.

NIU report offers glimpse inside mind of Vaientine*s Day shooter

The Northern Illinois University gradu- 
ate who killed five students and wounded 
21 others in one of the worst college shoot- 
ings in U.S. history may have been motivated 
by anger toward his former campus, which 
he saw as a surrogate family, according to a 
300 -page report released by the university 
Thursday 

More than two years after the Feb. 14, 
2008, shooting, the report is, in part, the 
university’s attempt to explain why Steven 
Kazmierczak— wearing a black T-shirt with 
the word “Terrorist” printed over a picture 
of an assault rifle across the chest— returned 
to NIU on Valentine’s Day, kicked in the 
door leading to a lecture hall stage and shot 
dozens of rounds into the auditorium as stu- 
dents fled through the aisles or sat stunned 
in their seats. 

He then killed himself It was over in less 



than 7 minutes, according to the report. 

The report offers the most detailed 
account to date of Kazmierczak’s troubled 
life, including repeated suicide attempts, 
questions about his sexuality and unre- 
solved issues stemming from his mother’s 
2006 death. 

The psychological profile in the report 
also states he had been diagnosed with 
schizoaffective disorder, a disabling mental 


illness characterized by a combination of 
schizophrenia and a mood disorder such as 
manic-depression. 

“It is a real honest attempt to understand 
what drove this person to do this horrible 
thing,” NIU President John Peters said. 

With a long-untreated mental illness 
and a strained relationship with his family, 
Kazmierczak may have felt abandoned by 
NIU— a “surrogate family”— because he 
thought the university was de-emphasizing 
the study of criminology, his field of study, 
the report states. He left NIU in 2007, mid- 
way through a master’s degree program, 
for the University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign. 

Peters calls the explanation, offered 
by an independent psychologist hired by 
NIU, “plausible but speculative,” and said 
Kazmierczak’s reasoning “might be ulti- 
mately unexplainable.”

“I didn’t see any handrails in the 
photo of the scanner I saw in the Tribune,” she 
said. “I wouldn’t be able to stand very long with- 
out support.” 

Developer convicted 
of bribing aiderman 

A Chicago developer was convicted Thursday of 
bribery for paying for nearly $40,000 improve- 
ments at the home of then- Alderman Isaac “Ike” 
Carothers to win his support for a major develop- 
ment in his West Side Ward. 

The federal jury convicted Calvin Boender on all 
five counts of bribery and obstruction of justice. 

The jury deliberated for most of the day before 
reaching its verdict. The trial started last week. 

Interest in the trial fizzled after prosecutors 
made a strategic decision not to call to the stand 
Carothers, who pleaded guilty last month and 
agreed to cooperate against Boender. 

Boender needed Carothers’ support to rezone 
Galewood Tards, a 50 -acre residential and com- 
mercial project. 


Fear not, world travelers toting around 
replacement parts. The full-body scanner is safe 
for all passengers, said Jim Fotenos, spokesman 
for the Transportation Security Administration. 

Travelers with pacemakers, who long have been 
advised to stay away from the traditional metal- 
detector doorways, can undergo a body scan, or a 
pat-down and wanding instead. 

The imaging technology in the body scan uses 
low-energy X-rays that do not penetrate the skin, 
Fotenos said. 

That’s bad for the TSA in terms of being able 
to detect weapons or explosives hidden inside the 


body cavity of a criminal or terrorist. 

But it means that prosthetic devices, artificial 
limbs and surgically replaced body parts will not 
show up on the body scan image, and are therefore 
unlikely to cause the passengers to be flagged, he 
said. 

The body scanners are being rolled out at air- 
ports across the U.S. this year. 

But passengers can decline a body scan and 
receive alternative screening designed to provide 
the same level of security, including those who feel 
they may not be able to stand for the scan, Fotenos 
said. 


Family prays for child’s recovery 


Desiree Sanders had a big night ahead of her. 
The 7-year-old was going to sing in the choir for 
her church’s anniversary 

But first she was enjoying the warm after- 
noon in front of her grandmother’s house, rush- 
ing through her ice cream so she could hop on 
her silver scooter. 

That’s when the shots rang out and children 
scattered in the street. But not Desiree. 

‘A friend noticed she was laying down,” 
the grandmother, Mildred Sanders said. “We 
thought maybe she had fallen off the scooter. 
When we turned her over, we saw she had been 
shot in the head. 

“I was the one holding her until the paramed- 
ics got there,” Sanders said, breaking down in 
tears. “I’m still hoping to wake up and this will 
all have been a dream.” 


Sanders was keeping a vigil Thursday at 
Comer Children’s Hospital, where Desiree was 
taken after being shot Wednesday afternoon. 

“We’ll be here until she wakes up because 
I don’t want her to wake up and not find me 
here,” Sanders said. 

Doctors have told the family the bullet may 
not have damaged Desiree’s brain, but they 
are worried about swelling and are keeping her 
sedated for three days. They fear she will lose 
sight in her right eye. 

“The doctors said the bullet didn’t touch her 
brain,” said Nelson Edwards, the girl’s grand- 
father. “We’re praying that’s what happened.” 

Edwards’ voice cracked when he called his 
daughter from the hospital and told her, “Looks 
like the baby’s going to be OK.”

Alleged ‘Jihad 
Jane denies plot 


B PHILADELPHIA A Pennsylvania 
woman accused of trolling 
the Internet as “Jihad Jane” while 
she cared for her boyfriend’s father 
denied in court Thursday that she 
sought to kill a Swedish artist targeted 
by radical Muslims or agreed to marry 
a terrorism suspect to help him get 
travel documents. 

Colleen LaRose, 46, of Pennsburg, 
appeared in federal court wearing a 
green jumpsuit and corn rows in her 
blond hair, smiling warmly at her 
public defenders when she entered 
the courtroom for her arraignment. 
The judge set a May 3 trial date on 
charges in the four-count indictment, 
unsealed last week. 

LaRose was accused of conspiring 
with fighters overseas and pledg- 
ing to commit murder in the name 
of a Muslim holy war, or jihad. She 
was arrested Oct. 15 returning to 
Philadelphia from Europe and 
remained in federal custody while 
authorities pursued the investigation. 


ON THEIR RADAR 

Authorities were on Colleen LaRose’s 
trail as early as July 2009, when 
the FBI interviewed her about more 
than a year’s worth of online posts 
and messages, including a 2008 
YouTube video in which she said she 
was “desperate to do something’’ to 
ease the suffering of Muslims. 


The indictment was filed March 4 
and made public five days later after 
authorities rounded up seven terror 
suspects in Ireland. Those suspects 
are linked to LaRose, according to 
a U.S. official not authorized to dis- 
cuss the case, who spoke to The 
Associated Press previously on con- 
dition of anonymity 
Thursday’s hearing lasted less than 
five minutes, just long enough for 
LaRose to say “not guilty” when asked 
her plea to the charges: conspiring to 
aid terrorists, conspiring to kill some- 
one overseas, lying to the FBI and 
stealing her ex-boyfriend’s passport.

Blackhawks move on after 
taking a beating in Anaheim 


LOS ANGELES The season goes on for 
the Blackhawks. 

On the same day the Hawks and 
the rest of the NHL learned the 
league suspended the Ducks’ James 
Wisniewski eight games for his hit on 
Brent Seabrook during Wednesday 
night’s game, the Hawks had a game 
to play They took on the Kings at 
Staples Center late Thursday 
News was being made off the ice 
as Wisniewski’s punishment was 
handed down Thursday afternoon 
and the Anaheim defenseman— a for- 
mer Blackhawk— apologized for the 
incident when he leveled Seabrook 
and appeared to knock him briefly 
unconscious. 

“I am truly sorry that my friend 
Brent Seabrook was hurt on the 
play,” Wisniewski said. “I certainly 
wish him the best. I am, however, 
very disappointed in the length of the 
suspension. Eight games is incredibly 
hard to swallow, especially in com- 
parison to other recent hits that have 
resulted in lesser punishment.” 

After Wednesday’s game. Hawks 
coach Joel Quenneville was livid. 

“You hit a guy without the puck, 
you can kill a guy,” Quenneville said. 
“It’s the most dangerous hit in the 
history of the game. He tried to hurt 
him.” 

Ducks general manager Bob 
Murray, a former Hawks player and 
GM, responded Thursday afternoon. 
“I played in Chicago a long time,” 
Murray said. “I live in the city of Chicago. It used to be a black-and- 
blue town. It didn’t have whiners. I strongly suggest Joel worries 
about his goaltending and stops trying to run the National Hockey 
League. ... He should worry about coaching.” 


WHY EIGHT GAMES? 

Commissioner Gary 
Bettman explained 
the reason for James 
Wisniewski’s suspension 
on his radio show 
Thursday. 

Speaking on the 
“NHL Hour With 
Gary Bettman ” the 
commissioner said 
Wisniewski’s hit on the 
Hawks’ Brent Seabrook 
during Wednesday’s 
game was “completely 
different’’ from the one 
delivered by Pittsburgh 
forward Matt Cooke 
earlier this month that 
left Boston forward Marc 
Savard with a Grade 2 
concussion. 

“In that case, unlike 
some of these others, 
there was no puck 
possession, the hitting 
involved rising up to 
make contact with 
the head, and so the 
circumstances gave rise 
to being able to punish 
what we have previously 
defined-long before this 
season-as illegal acts on 
the ice,’’ Bettman said. 
“And that’s why the eight- 
game suspension.’’

We’re sitting at the bar wondering what to order 
when the bartender recommends we try their 
house beer. As he pours it from a tap that curiously 
bears the bar’s name, we couldn’t help but won- 
der: Where are they making this stuff? A back-alley 
brewery? Hidden brew tanks behind a secret door 
in the basement? 

Obviously bars have some help when it comes to 
making these brews. We quizzed the staff at four 
bars to find out exactly how their house brew gets 
to their taps.

Five Star Bar

This West Town spot wanted to show a 
commitment to beer and bourbon by putting 
its name on some of the booze served at the 
bar. Owner Patrick Poncher and staff sampled 
a slew of brews from Warrenville-based Two 
Brothers before crowning Bitter End pale ale, 
an existing beer in the brewery’s portfolio, the 
Five Star house brew. The fact that it’s made 
by the increasingly popular brewery isn’t a 
highly guarded secret-the bartenders will 
proudly tell you if you ask, and if you look 
closely, you’ll see the tap handle is actually 
a Two Brothers handle covered with a Five 
Star sticker. Bonus factoid: Two Brothers also 
makes the $5 house brew at Clark Street Ale 
House (742 N. Clark SU 

Rockit Bar & Grill

For almost as long as it’s been open. River 
North standby Rockit has been pouring this 
wheat beer garnished with an orange slice 
and often likened to Blue Moon by servers. 
Wisconsin-based Stevens Point Brewery 
approached Rockit and offered up this then- 
fledgling brew to serve under the bar’s own 


name, says Rockit general manager Dan 
Russo. Though the brewery now bottles the 
same beer under the name Stevens Point 
Belgian White, it hasn’t made the brew less 
popular at Rockit’s original location or its 
nearly one-year-old Wrigleyville sibling at 
3700 N. Clark St., where it’s offered in $10 
pitchers daily.

“All brasseries have a house beer in France,’’ 
says general manager Ben Miller. “It’s not a 
fad that we’re jumping on.’’ When it came time 
to find a brewery to make beer for this River 
North eatery, chef Jean Joho looked to the 
Round Barn, a winery, distillery and brewery 
located near his southwestern Michigan 
home and doesn’t otherwise distribute to 
the Chicago area. Take a look at the white 
porcelain tap handle used to pour this light 
and crisp kolsch, and you’ll see it actually 
belongs to a French brewery that’s no longer 
in operation.

Greg (Zachary 
Gordon) tries to navigate those dangerous waters 
and increase his popularity while figuring out 
what to do about his best friend, Rowley (Robert 
Capron), a loyal companion who’s still, to Greg’s 
embarrassment, behaving like a kid. 

The buzz: The movie, based on the first in Jeff 
Kinney’s popular series of novels, blends live 
action with animated renderings of Greg’s 
drawings. The result is a sort of pre-pubescent 
‘^A.merican Splendor,” with less weathered grum- 
bling and more feeble adolescent angst. 


The verdict: “Wimpy” delivers rare insight 
about kids growing up at different speeds and 
levels of coolness, and it examines the tricky 
Catch-22: The harder you try, the less you’ll suc- 
ceed. If only the movie didn’t so frequently turn 
reality into a literal and figurative cartoon, with 
overdone shtick at the school play and mother- 
son dance. Chloe Moretz essentially reprises 
her “(500) Days of Summer” role as a young girl 
wiser than her years, who might’ve advised direc- 
tor Thor Freudenthal that the aforementioned 
rule about trying too hard applies to filmmakers 
too.

Here’s a challenge: Make a list of successful all- 
female rock bands, starting with The Runaways, 
the short-lived teen group from the 1970s. 

After the Go- Go’s, the Bangles and The 
Donnas, your list will probably be nearing its 
end. That may explain the enduring legacy of 
the band, whose brief but explosive career is 
dramatized in “The Runaways,” which opens 
Friday and stars Kristen Stewart as guitarist 
Joan Jett and Dakota Fanning as singer Cherie 
Currie. 

Based on Currie’s just-released book, “Neon 
Angel: The Memoir of a Runaway,” the film tells 
a familiar tale of rock music, drugs and recov- 
ery The gender of the players, however, adds 
new layers to the story, and the intimate rela- 
tionship between Currie and Jett may surprise 
some viewers. 

In some ways, that friendship is respon- 
sible for the movie’s existence. In 2005, Jett’s 
longtime manager, Kenny Laguna, began help- 
ing Currie find a publisher. Now a divorced, 
50 -year-old mother and chain-saw artist living 
in L.A., Currie met with Fanning a few weeks 


before filming began last summer. 

“I think she loved that time in her life and 
maybe wished it had turned out differently, but 
it couldn’t,” Fanning said. “She was on a down- 
ward spiral and she made the choice to stop it.” 

When Currie’s book began to draw interest 
from movie producers, Jett was reluctant to 
participate. 

“I was never interested in having a Runaways 
movie made because I thought they could 
only screw it up,” said Jett, 51, who now lives 
in Long Beach, Calif But when River Road 
Entertainment expressed interest, Jett— who 
had been impressed by the company’s produc- 
tion of “Brokeback Mountain”— agreed to sign 
on. She and Laguna are credited as executive 
producers. 

The Runaways’ sound was hard-charging, and 
their raucous shows led to a deal with Mercury 
Records and a self-titled debut disc in 1976. For 
all their success, however. The Runaways found 
themselves jeered as much as hyped by a male- 
dominated music press. 

No wonder some of the girls turned to each 
other for emotional support. The film depicts 


Jett and Currie almost as a couple, making out 
passionately and apparently ending up in bed. 
In separate interviews, both women empha- 
sized friendship over romance. 

“We were best friends, and back then, in the 
’70s, that was just kind of what you did,” Currie 
said in a phone interview. “We weren’t in love 
with each other; we loved each other.” 

Jett was slightly more circumspect: “If some- 


thing happened one night, that’s all it was and 
nothing beyond that.” 

Although Jett remains the most famous 
of The Runaways, the film focuses on Currie 
and her journey from high-school trouble- 
maker to rock icon to something approaching 
normality 

“The point was, you can survive anything,” 
Currie said. ‘And I did.”

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Obama favorite 
closes up shop

The signs of Maria Pinto’s rise were clear when 
Michelle Obama entered the world stage wear- 
ing her designs, also favored by Oprah Winfrey 
Today the signs on Pinto’s Chicago shop at 
133 N, Jefferson St, say something different: 
“Closeout,” “Final Sale,” 

Pinto is closing her Chicago boutique with 
a liquidation sale through Saturday offering 
discounts of up to 70 percent on her clothing, 
some of which is priced at thousands of dollars 
per piece. 

The designer blames a poor economy, but the 
closing also may call into question the notion 
that a fashionable first lady could single-hand- 
edly save an on-the-verge designer. 

Having celebrity clients is a vital part of 
building brand awareness, Pinto said, but it 
doesn’t guarantee success, 

“The whole fashion world is changing, the 
consumer is changing,” she said, “The econo- 
my has changed the dynamics of the consumer, 
and it’s going to be a while before the economy 
changes,” 

Obama wore clothes from her fellow 
Chicagoan on the campaign trail and then at the 
White House, even as she expanded her ward- 
robe to include designers such as Jason Wu— 
who is now a hot ticket at Fashion Week and just 
moved into a bigger studio space in Newark, 
The first lady chose a purple Pinto sheath on 
the night her husband secured the Democratic 
nomination and an ocean-blue one the night she 
spoke at the Democratic National Convention, 
She wore a Pinto coat the chilly day in 
Springfield when Barack Obama announced his 
candidacy for president, and a periwinkle dress 
by Pinto on the cover of Newsweek, 

Pinto is a large part of Obama’s fashion 
story, especially on the campaign trail in 2007 
and 2008, said Mary Tomer, author of “Mrs, O: 
The Face of Fashion Democracy” and founder 
of the blog mrs-o.org, which follows the first 
lady’s fashion choices, 

“That was a period when women first 
became enchanted with Michelle Obama’s 
style,” Tomer said. 

It was also a time when a J, Crew sweater worn 
by Obama would quickly sell out. After the first 
family wore many of the retailer’s items during 
the inauguration, J, Crew stocks soared, Hopes 
were high that making it into the first lady’s 
wardrobe was enough to tip sales over the edge. 
Since she’s been in Washington, though, 
Obama has turned to another Chicago bou- 
tique owner, Ikram Goldman, to help curate 



her wardrobe. 

The first lady’s changing wardrobe prob- 
ably combined with the economic downturn 
to make Pinto a victim of circumstance, said 
David Wolfe, creative director of The Doneger 
Group in New York, which advises stores on 
apparel buying, 

“I think she didn’t get the global attention 
that we all thought she was going to get,” Wolfe 
said, “She’s probably having the same struggle 
that lots of high-end designers are having dur- 
ing these recessionary times,” 

Pinto attended the School of the Art 
Institute of Chicago and launched her own 
label in 1991 after a stint working with the late 
draping master Geoffrey Beene, She closed 
her business in 2002 for health and business 
reasons but reopened in 2004, Her clothing 
has been available at department stores such as 
Saks Fifth Avenue and other boutiques, 

Tomer said while she was surprised to learn 
that Pinto’s store was closing, the Obama 
name doesn’t always translate to sales. The 
closing of Pinto’s shop is a testament to how 
hard the economy has hit the fashion industry, 
Tomer said, 

“I just think that no one is immune from 
that, even when you do have really high-pro- 
file clients like Michelle Obama,” Tomer said, 
Pinto also has dressed Winfrey and actresses 
Brooke Shields and Marcia Gay Harden, 
Pinto’s non-celebrity clients say they’re sad- 
dened by the store closing, 

“It breaks my heart,” real estate agent Lisa 
Malkin of Chicago said as she left Pinto’s sale, 
“She’s put Chicago fashion on the map,” 
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He CaHs Her His ‘Rock;
